cles. As the people became weathy they would 
want carriages and wagons, all sorts of ma- 
chinery, all of the rolling-stock for rail- 
roads.

To that I answered 
them that twenty years ago their apprehensions

We had existing in our country at that time an 
ingtitution which was not sustained or justified 
by a civilized world anywhere except where the 


institution existed. It could not exist in a ter- 


ritory that was half slave and half free any longer 
than it could maintain political control of 
the country. I Said aiso that they could not ex- 
tend their institutions North, hence their re- 
solve and desire to acquire more territory ina 
southerly direction, where the institution of 
slavery could thrive,and establish States which 
would give them representation in both Houses. 
Now, our unfortunate War had extinguished that 
institution. No one section was dependent upon 
the acquisition of territory for the purpose of 
maintaining its institutions. The incentive be- 
nig gone, ninety-nine out of every hundred 
people in the United States who think upon the 
subject would be indignant at the suggestion of 
AN ACQUISITION OF TERRITORY, 
from a Power by any unfair or filibustering 
means. I said, further, that, if there was any 
danger whatever of the United States wanting 
to take territory from our neighbors, the best 
method in the world to secure themselves aguinst 
such aresult would be to cuitivate friendly 
and commercial relations with us, and not to 
seek to go abroad to establish relations with 
nations beyond the .seas, keeping aloof from 
their neighbors. That might lead to hostilities, 
and hostilities might lead to the

Mr. Romero—No, not at all.

Then she was a people without 
legislative experience, without. experience in 
governing, but free and with a coun- 
try to rule and to make laws The 
first thing she did was to adopt 
a Constitution something like ours, establishing 
a United States when there was but one State. 
She had to go to work and carve up the territory 
and make States, soe as to conform to the Consti-

VERY MUCH DISAPPOINTED. 
After the railroads are built and the country 
has had time to develop as a consequence of 
these roads, then the country willin all proba- 
bility be rich, so that she can pay, but at present 
it would be impossible for her to pay any consid- 
erable amount in the shape of subsidies to 
be used in the building of these roads. If there 
is anything incoming from that source it is 
something that will have to be waited for. The

Mr. Dillon Would it not be more advantageous 
to any set of capitalists in the United States who 
set out to buiid a road to Mexico to build it in- 
dependent, without loading down the Mexican 
people with a debt which it would be hard for 
them to pay?

But, if 
they want to build the railroad rapidly, they 
would have to \furnish the money to build it at 
first and trust to the development of the coun- 
try enabling it to pay the subsidies.

AT HACKENSACK.

The Democratic pafty has just sustained a 
rs successive defeat at the hands of the 
publicans.

as it was in 1860, 1864, 1868, 1872, and 1878, 


making six elections in succession at which 
that party has been rejected by the Ameri- 
can people. The impotency of the party is 
confessed; it is a matter of record; its in- 
capacity is universally conceded, except in 
the matter of keeping the Republican party 
intact, united, and in power. That purpose 
the Democratic party has most successfully 
accomplished, for which. perhaps it merits 
the thanks of the Republican party. Had 
it not been for the extraordinary tactics 
of the Democratic leaders the Repub- 
lican party would in all probability have 
gone to pieces years ago. In its hours 
of distress and peril, the Democracy have 
always come to its relief, and converted 
seeming disruption and defeat into harmoni- 
ous action and plete success. We ques- 
tion whether in history of politics there 
has ever been a party which has shown equal 
ability in organizing its own defeat, or equal 
skillin preventing its own success, or in mak- 
ing the adverse cause appear to be the only 
means of safety, as the Democratic party. 

It was well said by an eminent Republican 
in the summer of 1877, when asked what 
would be the result of the Presidential elec- 
tion in 1880, that he supposed the Democrats 
| would take the utmost pains, as usual, to 
make the election ot the Republican candi- 
date a certainty. The prediction has been 
filled to letter. 

The Democratic party was one originally 
of policies and principles which commended 
themselves to the country.

After that 
defeat the Whig party dissolved, and a large 
portion of its members, especially in the 
South, went into the Democratic party, 
where they became conspicuous, and largely 
participated in the distribution of thg spoils.

The party became too 
large; a division was natural and inevita- 
ble. The mass of Northern Whigs and 
a considerable faction of the Dem- 
ocrats broke off, and, uniting with 
the Free-Soilers, organized the Repub- 
lican party. The Democratic party was still 
colossal; it had a Solid South,” and in 1860 
was so big that it run two sets of candidates, 
one on the old principles of the party, and 
the other pledgéd to Sta vereignty,“ 
disunion, and civil war. It Thus compelled 
the success of the Republicans in 1860. 

Ever since that time the Democratic party 
has been in effect laboring to build up the 
Kepublican party. To make Mr. Lincoln’s 
second election certain it declared the fail- 
ure of the War for the Union” rendered a 
. treaty with the Rebels a necessity. Later on, 
whenever there was any danger of Repub- 
lican defeat, the Democracy ignored all 
that was good, and presented the bad 
end of the worst measures to the 
people. It advocated repudiation of 
the National debt in 1868. in 1872 
it came to the relief of Gen. Grant by mak- 
ing Horace Greeley its candidate. It in- 
voked the Ku-Klux Klans, it resisted the 
abolition of slavery, it opposed impartial 
suffrage, it adhered to the fiat money delu- 
ts | sion, it united the North, it opposed honest 
elections and tried to starve the Government 
to death, it opposed resumption of specie- 
payments, it opposed everything it ought to 
have supported, and supported everything it 
ought to have opposed. At last, after labor- 
ing to abolish the army, it nominat- 
ed an officer of the regular force, 
without any civil record. It also nom- 
inated Landers and English, it joined 
the Fflatists in Maine, it welcomed 
Ben Butler to its ranks, it made “ Forgery ” 
Barnum its Chairman, and it committed 
perjury and forgery.. At one time it “ rele- 
gated the tariff question, to each Congres- 
sional district,” and this year its candidate 
went back on his platform and declared that 
all talk about free trade was folly. It put on 
its banners the old criminal heresy of State- 
supremacy, and, to prevent all possibility of 
Hancock's election, it employed Wade Hamp- 
ton to urge the country to vote for the cause 
for whieh Lee and Stonewall Jackson had 
fought when living. True to the established 
usages and mission of the party, the Demo- 
crats left nothing undone that they could do 
to elect Garfield or to alarm and disgust the 
country.

The prosecution — — Chinese let- 
ter forgery ‘have at last established their 
case, and brought this infamous conspiracy 
to defraud Gen. Garfield of votes home to 
the very doors of the Democratic National 
Committee, and made them participes crimt- 
mes. The confessions of Samuel S. Morey 
and Robert Lindsey, under arrest for perjury 
in swearing to a knowledge of H. L. Morey, 
settle the matter of the fraud beyond any 
further question, and would conyict the man 
Barnum and his gang of conspirators, not 
excepting Mr. Abram S. Hewitt himself, in 
any court of justice in the land.

One of the 
perjurers, Morey, owns that he was quartered 
in the rooms of the Democratic National 
Committee, after having been sent from Law- 
rence, Mass., by two Democrats, one of whom 
was a Presidential Hector gn the Demo- 
cratic ticket in that State; that he was 
coached as to the testimony he shouid give; 
and that he was paid $150 for it in a check 
drawn to his order and received from the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee. The other 
rascal, Lindsey, acknowledges that he was 
sent for to go to Cumberland, Md., just be- 
fore the election, by one William M. Price,

In this complication the master has to ap- 
ply to the authorities for help. They scurry 
round for laborers among the Orangemen, 
and in hot haste, for the Epglish Lord is not 
only in danger of losing h rents, but all the 
crops, because the starving wretches whom 
he has been grinding down into the dust, and 
who can no longer pay anytl.ing because they 
have been squeezed dry, will not work any 
longer. But of what use would imported 
laborers be in the midst of the starving strik- 
ers without help? So the British Govern- 
ment orders a detachment of its troops to ac- 
company the laborers and protect them, and 
unquestiongbly would send not only 
its army, but its navy also, if it 
could get it there over land. In this 
manner a posse of laborers brought from 
a distance and guarded by police, constabu- 
lary, and redcoats will harvest Lord Erne's 
crops. But this is not all. If Lord Erne 
continues farming and Irishmen won’t work 
for him, how is his labor to be performed 
unless the English Government keeps a 
small standing army at Lough Mask? Sup- 
pose the strike becomes infectious and other 
Irish tenants on other farms refuse to work! 
What is to be done then? Must all the 
agents havea small army occupying their 
farms and the crops of Ireland gathered with 
bayonets and swords? How long can the 
English Government maintain this system of 
oppression and keep its redcoats upon every 
farm in Ireland without at last opening the 
eyes of the people to the injustice and 
cruelty as well as absurdity of the system?

The Northern Pacific 
Road has already crossed the line into Mon- 
tana Territory, and the work will be vigor- 
ously prosecuted next season through Mon- 
tana as well as from the Pacific Coast east- 
ward. The scheme for the extensions of the 
Atchison & Topeka Road is a vast one, snd 
has Boston capital at the back of it, which 
assures rapid completion of the proposed 
work. This road is projected to three 
Western termini, From Albuquerque, where 
the road reaches already, there are to be 
three extensions—viz.: One to San Francisco, 
another to San Diego on the Pacific Ocean, 
and the third, through El Paso, to Guaymas, 
a Mexican port on the Gulf of California. 
Ultimately it is the purpose to build another 
direct road to the City of Mexico. All these 
will be virtually Chicago railroads, as they 
will be d@rect connections with, and un- 
der the same general management as,. 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 
road. The Gould and. Huntington in- 
terests foresee the necessity of combin- 
ing against the formidable competition which 
these new schemes will present. Such com- 
bination now may the better enable the two 
companies to held their own when the trial 
of strength shall come, but it will not em- 
power them in any event to discriminate 
against the public when the new outlets to 
the Western Coast shall be completed. In- 
deed it will be prudent for the Central and 
Union Pacific Companies to secure for their 
roads as large a share Of public favor. and 
patronage as possible before they shall be 
forced to accede to reasonable charges by 
actual competition. It the consolidated man- 
agement take this common-sense view of the 
situation, the new combination may be in the 
nature of public benefit; but it is rarely that 
railroad managers take so broad and pro- 
phetic a view of any matter where liberality 
to the public is not constrained and where it 
conflicts with their temporary interest. 


THE INDIANA SENATORSHIP. 

According to all accounts there is abun- 
dant material in Indiana on the Republican 
side from which to select a successor to Sen- 
ator McDonald. Indiana is prolific in poli- 
ticians, and we presume, if the State had gone 
Democratic, there would have been no lack 
of candidates to dispute with Senator Me- 
Donald a Democratic succession to his seat. 
The number of men on both sides who think 
themselves especially qualified to occupy the 
large space in public life which Senator 
Morton once filled would probably make a 
very respectable regiment. The Indiana 
man, if a native to the State, seems to be 
born to politics; if a carpet-bagger he 
quickly assimilates the tendency of the 
section. This will account for the 
unusual number of aspirants for Sen- 
atorial honors. But the people of 
Indiana, whether Republican or Demo- 
cratic, will all be delighted if the Legislature 
shall look beyond the contracted scope of 
personal ambition, and make their selection 
from mature judgment as to the man most 
likely to reflect honor upon the State and 
contribute jo the quality of statesmanship at 
Washington. Such a man is Gen. Harrison. 


| He has already assumed National propor- 


tions. He has never been an office-seeker. 
He is a lawyer of high standing and conceded 
ability. He is a rarely entertaining speaker. 
He takes a fair and conservative view of pub- 
lic questions and party relations. He com- 
mands the confidence and respect not only 
of the people of his own State, but of the 
entire West. The East and the South wil; 
soon learn to admire him and believe in him 
when the broader opportunities of the Sen- 
ate shall introduce him to them. It is gen- 
erally presumed that Gen. Harrison can go 
into the new Cabinet if he desires’ to do so. 
What his own preferences are we have no 
means of knowing, but we are satisfied that 
the people of Indiana should rather avail 
themselves of his services in the Senate than 
allow him to go into the Cabinet. Hisclaims 
may be fairly urged without any prejudice 
to other gentlemen who are seeking election, 
for his election would be universally ac- 
knowledged as a proper recognition of his 
eminent ability and sterling charccter. 


CHICAGO'S NEW RAILROADS. 

The actual laying of the Western Indiana 
Railroad’s crossing over the Michigan South- 
ern track at Sixteenth street is the complet- 
ing link inalong chain of litigation and 
embarrassments which have been thrown in 
the way of an entrance of a new railroad, or 
rather three roads, into the heart of the city. 
The corporations acting under the name of 
the Western Indiana had already established 
the rights they had secured from the city 
through a decision from the Supreme Court. 
They had condemned the Michigan South- 
ern crossing through the agency of the 
County Court and under the right of eminent 
domain which the State has conferred upon 
the railroads, and they had paid into court 
for the use of the Miehigan Southern Com- 
pany the damagesawarded. But the Michigan 
Southern corporation had secured from the 
Circuit Court a temporary injunction pending 
an application for a supersedeas from 
the Supreme Court in the condemnation pro- 
ceedings. When this application was re- 
fused Judge Tuley immediately granted a 
motion which was made on behalf of the 
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Western Indiana Company to so modify the 


injunction as to enable that corporation to 
lay its track across the Michigan Southern 
track, and the work was done at once. 

The sympathy of the business public dur- 
ing this long struggle with Vanderbilt has 
been with the Western Indiana Railroad in 
the main. This would not have been the 
ease had this new road been no more than 
its name indicates, viz.—a mere local line 
into an adjoining State. But it

If the damages awarded 
to the old railroads in the condemnation pro- 
ceedings are insufficient, the sufferers may 
secure further allowance in subsequent pro- 
ceedings, but such dispute as to damages 
should not shut out the new railroads from 
rights that are theirs under the law, nor de- 
prive the public for any length of time of 
benefits to which it is entitled. The energy 
which has characterized the management of 
the Western Indiana from the start assures 
to Chicago a speedy opening of the Grand 
Trunk and the Wabash Railroads with all 
proper facilities.

A SPENDTHRIFT CE’S DEBTS. 
The Queen of England is once more plaeed in 
the disgraceful position of applying directly to 
Mr. Gladstone, and indirectly to the tax-ridden 
people of her realm, to pay the debts incurred 
by her spendthrift son, the Prince of Wales. 
This barnacle upon the English people al- 
ready has an allowance of $200,000 per an- 
num from the British taxpayers as a salary. 
In addition to this he hasan annual income 
of $350,000 from the revenues of the tin 
mines and other property in the Duchy of 
Cornwall. The Princess has an allowance of 
$50,000 per annum, making altogether $600,- 
000 a year upon which this hopeful family, 
who in that year’s time do nothing except to 
eat, drink, and be merry, are unable to live 
without going into debt and periodically ap- 
pealing to the English people to help them. 
They have earned the right to be classed as 
professional beggars as completely as the 
lazy and improvident tramp who makes 
his periodical demands for help up- 
on the generosity of the public. 
In this instance the Queen was the reported 
applicant, and she made her application to 
Mr. Gladstone, requesting him to apply to 
Parliament for a grant outright of $200,000 
to enable this noble spendthrift to pay some 
of his more pressing debts, and to add 850, 
000 per annum to his salary, making it $250,- 
000. Mr. Gladstone’s reported reply was a 
manly one. He politely but firmly refused 
to present the request, and added to the 
pointedness of his reply by suggesting to her 
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that it would be much more becoming for 


the Queen to assist her hopeful son from her 
own enormous wealth and income than to 
impose new burdens upon her already tax- 
ridden subjects. As the Queen has an in- 
come of nearly three millions per annum, 
she could do this without feeling it if she 
were so disposed, but, being of an intensely 
miserly turn, it is not likely that she will do 
anything of the sort. Baffled in this direc- 
tion, it is now said that the Prince of Wales 
will make a personal appeal to Parliament 
for money, and that the Tories in the House 
of Commons will make a desperate effort to 
induce the granting of the appropriation. _ 
The action of Mr. Gladstone in the prem- 
ises is not only creditable to him as the con- 
servator of the revenues of the Governmen 
but it is in every way manly and honorable, 
and should commend him to the respect and 
good will of the English people. If the 
Prince of Wales had been unfortunate or 
had made errors in management, which are 
liable to oceur to any one, the case would 
have been changed somewhat, and Mr. Glad- 
stone might have entertained the proposi- 
tion without any loss of self-respect, at least 
from the English point of view, for the En- 
glish people have always been excessively 
generous to the Royal family and have 
taken a false pride in seeing them lavishiy 
cared for. The case is not one of that kind, 
however. There is not a circumstance.con- 
nected with the indebtedness of the Prince 
of Wales that is not dishonorable. He has 
spent his immense income and plunged into 
debt besides in gambling, horse-racing, and 
other profligate excesses; in bestowing 
favors upon a retinue of dissolute men of 
the Sir Mulberry Hawk and Pike and Pluck 
sort, and in the thousand-and-one outlets for 
money that flow from a life of sensdal dissi- 
pation. To ask the English people to pay the 
dishonorable obligations of such a man as 
this is something that is hard to understand. 
That the Queen of England, with her mill- 
ions of property and income, miserly hoarded 


away, should ask her people to pay the debts 


of her profligate son, while millions of her 
subjects in India are ground down into the 
very dust and plunged into hopeless misery, 
and while millions of her subjects in Ireland 
are only kept from starving by the charity of 
this country, is still harder to unders 

Her personal niggardliness and willingness 
to bleed her people are hardly less repre- 
hensible than her son’s profligacy and ex- 
travagance. 3 


WHY GRAIN Nor FORWARDED. 

The volume of our grain receipts for a 
week past has been much smaller than here- 
tofore. The quantity of wheat moving from 
the country continues small, while in the 
case of corn there has been a great reduction, 
and other grain also exhibits a falling off. 
Severai reasons have been assigned for this, 
some of which are absurd; but the fact rp- 
mains as a cause of much comment and a 
great deal of annoyance in commercial cir- 
cles. 

Some people talk as if they thought there 
was no grain to come forward; that the old 
corn is all used up; and the last wheat crop , 
a widespread failure. Neither of these 
assumptions is true. Some good people at 
the East are asserting, as usual, that the 
farmers are holding back their grain for 
higher prices, and boldly charge it 
as the result of bad advice given by 
certain Western journals. But this is 
disproved by the fact that country ware- 
houses are fulito running over, the farmers 
obliged to carry their loads back to the farm 
because there is no room for it at the depot, 
and the country buyer is begging for cars in 
which to send grain forward. The cars are 
not furnished one-quarter as rapidly as 
wanted, and shipping orders by the hundred 
are delayed, in some cases several weeks, as 
a consequence. 

The people in the country know what is 
the matter. They are wiser in this respect 
than the city grumbler. but no more certain 
than hein regard to the “ primal cause that 
gave birth“ to the difficulty. They are, how- 
ever, strongly inclined to the opinion that the 
evil could be remedied, at least in part, if it 
suited the views of certain railroad mag 
nates. Of course it is easy to un- 
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wanted is a revival of our car building indus- 
tries, that shall increase by 20 per cent the 
available capacity of our rollmg-stock. That 
accomplished, there would be less plausibil- 
ity in referring the transportation difficulty 
to the operations of a syndicate vat ab ase is 
now.

DAVITT TO BE ARRESTED.

Loxpox, Nov. 12.—A member of the Gov- 
ernment informs me to-night that all the 
preliminary arrangements have been made 
for the apprehension of Michael Davitt, the 
Land League agitator, as soon as he sets 
foot in Queenstown. The main points of 
his farewell address before sailing from 
New York, on the steamer Batavia, as well 
as all the circumstances attending his de- 
parture, were telegraphed here by Govern- 
ment agents in the United States, and the 
Government is not disposed to allow 
another firebrand to be thrown into 
Ireland, Davitt is exceedingly popular 
in the Nationalist sections of the island, 
but especially in the West, where the revolu- 
tionary spirit is strongest. His efforts in 
America in behalf of the Land League have 
added immensely to his popularity, and the 
fact that he is boldly returning to beard the 
British Lion in his den at the risk of hisown 
freedom, is sufficient of itself to make a hero 
of him in the eyes of his copntrymen. My 
informant says that | 

THE GOVERNMENT 
does not propose that Davitt shall add fuel 
to the fire which Parnell and his lieutenants 
have fanned into aflame which is lighting 
up Ireland from Cape Clear to Malinhead, 
and from Aayo to Dublin. It has therefore 
been determined upon to seize Mr. Davitt, 
upon his arrival, as a political convict 
who has violated his ticket-of-leave, and who 
is entitled to no further consideration at the 
hands of the authorities. If blood 
has not been shed by the 
time the Batavia touches the Irish 
coast this arrest will go very far toward ꝓre- 
cipitating open revolt. It remains to be seen

The General Passen- 
ger Agents of the Eastern roads from this city 
have agreed to maintain for the present the reg- 
ular tariff rates, and accept nothing less than 
their regular proratas from Western connec- 
tions: How long they will be able to keep up 
this resolution is a question not easily answered. 
But everything indicates that unless the West- 
ern lines co me to terms very soon the Eastern 
ones will one by one be drawn into the conflict. 
There is no denying the fact that the rates to 
all Eastern points are seriously cut both from 
Kansas City and St. Louis, although efforts are 


| being made to have it appear that the cut 


from these points amounts to very 
little. Ever since the war broke out 
again, the Chicago & Alton has been selling 
tickets from Kansas City and St. Louis to all 
Eastern points up to the seaboard at the very 
low rates announced in THe Tamer of Tues- 
day. This road is basing rates to seaboard 
points on the $1 rate made from Kansas City to 
Fremont, Muncie, Lima, and other points in 
Oto and Indiana, and since yesterday both the 
Chicago & Alton and Missouri Pacific are selling 
tickets via St. Louis and lines leading east from 
St. Louis to the seaboard at the same rates as 
the Chicago & Alton had previously been solling 
via Bloomington and the Lake Erie & Western.

An Associated Press dispatch from St. Louis, 
published in yesterday’s TrIsUNE, stated that 
the roads leading East from St. Louis had adopt- 
ed the following special rates for limited tickets:

Baltimore and Washington, $3; Harrisburg,

SALE OF THE LARKRE- FRONT. 

Mayor Harrison bas succeeded in accomplish- 
ing—or neariy so—the sale to the railroad com- 
panies of the three biocks on the Lake- Front 
between Randolph and Monroe strects, and ere 
long Chicagoans may expect to see a magenifi- 
cont depot erected on the ground. Last ‘spring 
the companies, despairing of bemg able to ob- 
tain the property, and being crowded for room 
by the rapid increase of their business, detcr- 
mined to bulid depots at other points,—the IIli- 
nois Centrai to build one for their through pas- 
sengers at Twelfth street on the lake shore, 
and the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company one on the West Side. 

On ascertaining this fact, the Mayor wrote the 
following letter to Mr. John F. Stafford, who had 
long opposed the sale of the property by the 
city, and who, in conjunction with J. Y. Scam- 
mon and Thomas Hoyne. had secured the in- 
junction from the United States Court: 

Cxuicaao, June 19, 1880.—John FV. Stafford, Esq. 
—DEAR Sin: In consequence of the vast increase 
of business of the ralirouds on the Lake- Front, 
the Illinois Central and the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Ratlroad Companies propose to build 
passenger depots at other points, the former at 
the corner of Tweifth street and Park rew, and 
the latter on the West Side, near Harrison street. 
Now, if the rty-owners whose land abuts 
on the Lake-Front will anite with the city au- 
thorities in disposing of the three blocks of 
ground situated between Randolph and Monroe 

treets, I have no ‘doubt t that the 
iiroad companies could be induced to 
erect a grand de and remain where 
they are.

A consultation has been bad to 
see whether an agreement which would be 
mutually satisfactory could not be arrived at, 
and the r impression was that if the Coun- 
cil should pass a satistactory ordinance provid- 
ing for the conveyance to the railroad company 
of the property embraced in those three biocks, 
subject either to the ciaim of. the parties hoid- 
ing the injunction, or if the city should assume 
the settlement and pay the money necessary 
to dissolve the injunction and reimburse the 
property-owners for the money which they ad- 
vanced on the old [itigation to protect the ma 
Front, then an agreement might be made by 
which thecity would receive this money, $800,000, 
less the amount that would have to be paid out 
by the road. The question which is dis- 
cussed is whether the road or the city shall set- 
tle with the p rty-owners.” 

„What is the history of this claim on the part 
of the property-owners to reimbursement?’ 

* Originally, proceedings were berun in the 
State Courts to protect the Lake-Front nst 
the claims of this railroad company. Well, we 
found that we couldn't t what we wanted 
there, and the next thing to do was to try 
the United States Courts. In order to 
do this, we sent a representative down to Wash- 
ington, and succeeded at last in obtaining per- 
mission to bring the suit in the name of the 
United Sgates on condition that we should pay 
all the expenses. We to do this, 
and gave an indemnity bond for. that 
purpose. The litigation was a Very 
costly one, including the United States District 
Attorney’s fees, counsel fees, costs, etc. None 
of the property is sold. It is but just and right 
that we should be reimbursed for the money we 
advanced to conduct the litigation in order to 
protect the property.” 

Have you any idea what the amount of the 
claim is?’ ö 5 

No, that is an open question yet, —a matter 
for computation. road could assume the 
claim by taking a quit- claim conveyance from 
the city. or the city itself could settle the litiga- 
tion and satisfy the property-owners. There is 
a strong probability, as it would now appear, 
that the thing may be ultimately settied by the 
railroad company’s assuming the claims of the 
property -owners and paying over the balance of 
the $800,000 to the city.”
